I have  the  honour  to  present  to  y'ou  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
19il.4  on  the  health  and  sanitary;-  conditions  of  the  district.  A 
report  from  your  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  is  also  included. 

There  v/as  no  major  epidemic  durinr  the  year.  The  numher  of  cases 
of  Diphtheria  - 31  - v/as  practically  the  same  as  last  year.  Free 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  provided  hy  the  council,  was  taken 
satisfactory  advantage  of  for  children  under  school  age.  As  'this 
is  the  age  when  the  disease  is  most  freguently  contracted  and  is  most 
dangerous,  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  desirahle  that  as  many 
children  as  possible  should  he  protected  on  attaining  the  age  of  one 
year.  To  get  this  done,  the  Medical  Officers  and  Health  Visitors  of  the 
County  Council  Clinics  in  your  area  co-operate  willingly  and  thanks 
are  due  to  them  for  the  numbers  that  have  been  immunised  at  the 
Infant  Welfare  Clines. 

The  Local  Birth  Rate  at  21" 14  per  1,000  showed  a very  satisfactory 
increase.  As  the  Death  Rate  at  10' 37  Per  1,000  was  very  low/,  it  can 
sa'fely  be  said  that  the  health  of  the  district  was  surprisingl,y  good 
after  more  than  five  years  of  a major  w-ari  this  is  a tribute  to  the  w'ork 
done,  and  arrangements  made  by  the  Ministeries  of  Health  and  Pood. 

With  the  defeat  of  Germany  becoming  inevitable  tow-ards  the  end 
of  the  year,  more  attention  has  been  given  to  Post-war  problems  such 
as  Housing,  Rural  hbter  Supplies,  and  a General  Health  Service  for  the 
nation;  and  bbite  Papers  have  been  issued  by  the  Government  on  these 
subjects.  Tovrrds  the  end  of  the  year,  it  w^as  decided  by  you  that 
an  Aidditional  Sanitary  Inspector  w'ould  be  rcqu.ired  to  bring  the 
number  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  up  to  the  pre-w.-ar  number.  It  was  decided 
to  advertise  for  api^licants.  It  is  anticipated  that  much  of  the  time 
of  the  man  appointed  will  be  required  to  prepare  an  up-to-date  census 
of  the  houses  in  the  area  and  their  cord  it  ion,  with  a view  to 
preparing  information  that  wall  be  essential  in  estimating  the  numbers 
of  houses  required  to  be  built  in  the  post-war  years. 

The  staff  of  my  department  has  remained  as  last  year,  /s  in 
past  years  they  have  been  reliable,  \dllingo  and  hard-w'orking , and  have 
correspond ingly  made  Avork  easier  for  me.  I wish  to  record  my  sincere 
thanks  to  them.
